Please, please, stop it! | can’t stand 
any more of the Commonwealth 
Games hysteria, the fanatical nation- 
alism, the outrageous parochialism. 
These Games have been transformed 
from an international sports meet into 
some sort of Nuernberg Rally for 
kangaroos, koalas, and the Australian 
way of life.

Because what we see being glorified by the popular media are 
the insidious, downright dangerous forces that work against the 
sport in Australia. 

But before I elaborate, isn’t it strange to have an international 
sports event in which soccer is not included? If lawn bowls de- 
serve to be there (what about snooker?) surely soccer has some 
sort of claims as well. 

Reading the papers and listening to the television and radio 
commentators, we've had to}be alert indeed to find mention of the 
competitors from overseas; On television I saw a boxing match in 
which the participants were referred to as ‘‘The Papua New 
Guinea lad’’ and ‘‘The New Zealand Boy.’’ Yet we were shown 
almost an entire badminton game because the gallant, brilliant, 
remarkable, outstanding, mercurial, unbelievable, century’s-best 
Australian women were competing for not the gold, not the silver, 
but the bronze medal!

When I picked up 
my copy of ‘Soccer 
Action’ last week | 
was in the process of 
reviewing a soccer 
book, ‘A little thing 
called pride’ which is 
Alec Stock’s auto- 
biography. 

Stock is a respected figure 
in British football. He started 
off his managerial career by 
making Southern League 
Yeovil Town, with its noto- 
rious sloping pitch, a house- 
hold word as he steered it into 


the fifth round of 1948 F.A. 
Cup.

I was thinking about the ’75 
final when I read Len McKen- 
dry’s outburst about the Press 
on ‘Soccer Action’s’ front page 
last week.

Let’s bring back a bit of freedom 


The spectators were no 
doubt angry because they 
felt that the negative 
tactics Heidelberg em- 
ployed when it was a goal 
up contributed to the 
defeat, and they again 
vented their dis- 
appointment by staying 
away from the League Cup 
semi-final the following 
week, when the Wollon- 
gong supporters clearly 
outnumbered them. i 


After that game, I inter- 
viewed for the radio a belea- 
guered club president, Sam 
Goulopoulos, who doggedly in- 
sisted that Heidelberg had had 
a successful season, despite 
losing two cups. He pointed 
out, quite rightly, that the Ber- 
gers’ main objective had been 
to get established at Heidel- 
berg and to wipe out the debts 
it had incurred at Olympic 
Park. 

But then he went on to trot 
out the excuse that had been 
proffered all season, that 
shortage of cash meant a 
shortage of players, which was 
also McKendry’s line when he 
said that he played against 
Wollongong with only eight fit 
players. But what sort of man- 
agement is it that tries to get 
through a season with only. 12 
players? 

As it was, Heidelberg pulled 
off the scoop of the year by 
picking up Mick Valentine for 
a mere $5000 from Box Hill but 
when | reminded Goulopoulos 
of this, in the context that 
there were more Valentines in 
the lower reaches of the 
V.S.F., just waiting to be dis- 
covered, he said, ‘‘Oh yes, but 
Valentines don’t win 
championships. They need ex- 
perienced players around 
them.” 

Very true, but nobody has 
been quicker at discarding ex- 
perienced players than Heidel- 
berg. As it was picking up Va- 
lentine, it was selling Jimmy 
Rooney to Croydon City for 
$3000 and when the unfortun- 
ate Don McLeod was being 
carried off in the Philips Cup 
final, there was no Bobby 
Provan to replace him. By 
then McKendry must have 
been wishing he had Andy 
Bozikis sitting on the bench 
too, instead of the untried 
Charlie Bekiaris and Chilean 
Juan Toro Castillo. 

So it isn’t the Press’s fault 
that Heidelberg had a thin 
squad. It was the club’s own 
doing — and why the Press 
must bear the brunt of McKen- 
dry’s wrath for saying _his 
team is dull to watch escapes 


ing the feelings of all those 
spectators: the club is losing, 
like the fellow who rang Radio 
3EA and said he’s rather 
watch South Melbourne Hellas 
going forward and making 
mistakes, then Heidelberg 
playing backwards. 

I can’t speak for the whole 
of the Press, but as for Radio 
3EA, where I broadcast along 
with Jose Montes, we have 
always found Heidelberg the 
most unco-operative of all the 
Melbourne P.S.L. clubs. 

If they have a bad result at 
home the top brass is sulking 
behind locked doors after the 
game and never mind radio 
deadlines. 

We always have tried to 
maintain an even-handed 
policy at 3EA by interviewing 
both coaches after the game 
but McKendry doesn’t speak to 
me any more and now [’'m 
afraid poor Jose is on the outer 
too. At least that’s the impres- 
sion we’ve had since McKen- 
dry rang him immediately 
after a recent broadcast, 
threatening to sue because 


Montes had been incautious 
enough to quote McKendry as 
saying that if you wanted to be 
entertained you shouldn’t go to 
watch Heidelberg. McKendry 
admitted he’s said it all right, 
but he hadn’t expected Montes 
to be daft enough, or honest 
enough to say so on air! 


McKendry says the Press 
always talks about enter- 
tainment but has never defined 
it. Well, for me, Watford is en- 
tertaining, and I didn't think 
that Victoria’s 4-0 defeat by 
them was a disgrace, espe- 
cially in view of Watford’s 
present eminent position in the 
English First Division. 

But then, Graham Taylor, 
Watford’s tracksuit manager, 
has been known to mingle with 
the crowds on the terraces and 
he knows what entertains 
them — goals, and plenty of 
them, 

And I don't believe for a 
minute that the spectators will 
desert a club if it loses, proyid- 
ed it shows a willingness to go 
on the attack. 


McKendry should knaw this, 
because a club from his part of 
the world, West Ham, still has 
a devoted following, and no 
club has had a more chequered 
career but then, win or lose, 
the Hammers have style, the 
Hammers have charisma, and 
regrettably, the Bergers don’t. 


But let dear old Alec Stock 
have the last word. 


In a chapter about the prob- 
lems of the game, he pinpoints 
two areas. In Britain, he says, 
football is being ruined be- 
cause it is run by people who 
never have kicked a ball and 
don’t understand the game 
(that sounds very familiar), 
and there are too many coach- 
es. 

“Perhaps it would be better 
if we threw away the coaching 
manual for a couple of seasons 
and allowed players to play 
with a bit of freedom. We want 
characters and expression, 
goals and thrills. There is no 
substitute,” he says. 

All I can say is, Amen to 
that!

At present few of the inter- 
state teams carry enough 
glamor quotient to send the 
fans into ecstasy, so the ter- 
races stay empty. 


But if, once again, we had a 
powerful Adelaide city, West 
Adelaide, South Melbourne or 
Canberra visiting us — instead 
of emasculted teams like this 
year and the next — today’s 
sickly Sydney attendances 
would also improve. 

Sydney City won the PSL by 
nine points and had one of the 
smallest aggregate paying 
crowds in the League. If they 
win the title by 15 points next 
year it may flatter their ego — 
but would effectively empty 
their splendid Athletic Field,

The black and whites took 
the game by the scruff of the 
neck from the outset and de- 
servedly led 1-6 at half time. 

Juventus regulars, Paddy 
Bannon and Kevin Swinscoe, 
were unable to overcome in- 
juries and were left out but the

The dreadful performance 
against Croydon four days 
earlier in the last round of the 
State League season was for- 
gotten by the Juventus camp 
as it put Ajax under the ham- 
mer.

He has a 
flair for the spectacular and 
can be quite a showman, de- 
lighting as he does in his own 
acrobatic ability. Some of his 
parries and punches clear 
were breathtaking, especially 
in the second half when he was 
forced to pull off a series of 
point blank saves. 

The best man on the park 
was Ajax’s Peter Lewis. The

Polonia sweeper Stefan Mila, our Ametco Travel State League Player of 
the Year, is one of the favorites for the 1982 Rothmans Medal to be 
presented on Friday night at Melbourne’s Southern Cross Hotel. 

A win to Mila would be popular. Most State League observers expect the former Polish Olympian 


to go close to clinching Victorian soccer's most prestigious award. Mila is skilful and a very fair 
competitor —attributes which should enable him to figure prominently in voting which is conducted 


by referees on a 3-2-1 basis. 


We looked at leading candidates from 
seven State League clubs last week. Let's 
look at candidates from the seven remain- 
ing clubs: 


GREEN GULLY AJAX 


PETER LEWIS: Some players spend 
most of their first-class careers either at- 
tempting to shrug off labels or merely 
reinforcing them. Too often, when a 
player is labelled as ‘fa hard man,’’ he 
labors under the shackles of the self-fulfil- 
ling prohecy—-everyone expects the player 
to be rough and the player, under the pres- 
sure of such expectations, lives up to the 
label. 

I'd like to see Peter Lewis poll ex- 
tremely well. In years gone by he has 
earned an unenviable reputation as a 
tough customer, a reputation which regu- 
larly was reinforced by referees. There's 
no doubt that Lewis was a target for refer- 
ees in a situation where they had to en- 
force their authority. 

He is in his second year with Ajax and 
fast is earning a new reputation—of being 
one of the finest right backs in Victoria. It 
would be an outstanding personal triumph 
for Lewis to be proclaimed the best and 
fairest player in State League. 

WILLIE VASSALLO: This former Mal- 
tese national team captain has excellent 
close ball control. You rarely see Vas- 
sallo playing long, high hopeful balls. The 
shorter, interpassing game is his forte and 
although he’s in the veteran class he has 
played a big part in the amazing success of 
Ajax in the past two seasons. - 

DAVID SMALLMAN: This former 
Welsh international hasn't played: enough 
games to win the medal, Let's hope we see 
a fit Smallman in 1983. He has had a bad 
run with injuries since arriving here earl- 
ier this season. Formerly with Everton 
and Wrexham, the tall classy striker or 
midfielder adds greatly to the quality of 
Ajax’s squad. 


CROATIA 


KEN MURPHY: One of the outstanding 
left sided attacking players in Victoria, 
Murphy is fast, skilful and exciting. His 
dashes at high speed certainly are eye 
catching and he Should poll well. Perhaps 
the highlight of his year was playing for 
Victoria against touring English club Wat- 
ford. Murphy was dynamite that night, the 
one Victorian to turn it on against the very 
competitive and well drilled tourists. 

There's been talk for the past few years 
that Murphy could be joining a PSL club. 
Nothing has eventuated and the way 
things are shaping his ability doesn’t seem 
destined to grace the national league 
stage. Croatia would be extremely loathe 
to part with one of its star players. 

KEITH ADAMS: Formerly with Ring- 
wood Wilhelmina, this little defender or 
midfielder has the ability and attitude to 
play at the highest level in Australian soc- 
cer. He has played sweeper for most of 
this year but was used by Victoria at left 
back against Watford. . 

Adams plays hard and trains hard. He’s 
a bundle of energy out on the park and his 
enthusiasm for the game often forces him 
forward in support of Croatia’s midfield. 
You'll rarely see him however, in the at- 
tacking third of the field. x 

Adams is one of five top class State 
League performers at Croatia. 

OSSEE LATIF: Croatia paid Keilor 
Austria $8.500 for this teenage striker at 
the start of the season. Some people at 
Croatia were talking about him being a 
second Tommy Cumming, That didn't 
make adjusting to State League any easler 
for Latif. 

He represented Victoria at the national 
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youth titles and was selected in the Aus- 
tralian Youth Squad. 

He has the hardest shot of any player in 
State League. And he is prepared to let fly 
with either foot. 

The biggest drawback to his game is 
that he must improve his ability to come 
off defenders and offer himself. 


POLONIA 


ALEX MARSHALL: The tallest player 
in State League. Marshall is deceptively 
fast and has good close control, so often 
lacking in tall players. Like Latif, this big 
man can get onto the end of a ball and 
hammer it. He has been used mainly up 
front this season but also has played in 
defence and midfield. 

STEFAN MILA: A firm favorite to win 
the Rothmans Medal, This preview of the 
medal count has taken as its guide the 
guest list prepared by the VSF. Undoubt- 
edly the 1982 medallist in on that list. 

Interestingly, only two Polonia players 
are invited—Marshall and Mila. Com- 
monly, three players are invited from 
each club. Could it be that the third name 
appearing on Polinia’s invited players’ lis- 
t—that of team manager Wally Klain—is 
there so that Klain can interpret for the 
many journalists. withing to interview 
Mila at the end of the medal count? Mila’s 
English almost is non-existent so if he 
wins Klain will be the most overworked 
guest in the Southern Cross, 

Mila played with Gwardia Koszalin and 
Gwardia Warsaw in Poland. He was a first 
team regular with Gwardia Warsaw for 
six years and was selected in the Polish 
Olympic squad to qualify for the 1980 
Moscow Olympics. 

He is in the Victorian squad to play 
against New York Cosmos on October 17. 


MORWELL FALCONS 


TONY VAN BAAR: One of the home 
town heroes of the Latrobe Valley club. 
Tall blond and a tireless competitor, big 
yan Baar will have been spotted by quite a 
few referees this year and should get his 
fair share of votes. 


He’s strong, shields the ball well and 
has scored a few important goals this sea- 
son. I think we'll see an even better van 
Baar next year with the experience the 
youngster has gained in this, his first State 
League season. 


NOEL MITTEN: This former Eire 
youth international may finish the season 
as Falcon's leading scorer. If so, he will 
have completed a remarkable scoring feat 
as Falcons would be the third consecutive 
State League club at which Mitten has fin- 
ished leading scorer. He was leading 
scorer at Frankston City in 1979 and at 
Croatia in 1980 and 1981. He is a former 
Manchester United apprentice who 
always has hit the goal trail in his Austral- 
ian career. 


When Mitten asked for a transfer from 
Croatia earlier this year he was chased by 
Ajax, Juventus and Falcons, It was the 
Latrove Valley club which eventually 
signed him and Falcons coach, Dave O’- 
Connor rates Mitten highly. With good 
cause too, Mitten’s partnership with 
Richie McClunie has been one of Falcons 
strengths. 


BILL WHITESIDE: Joined Falcons 
from Frankston City in 1981. There are 
four State League goalkeepers invited to 
this year's Rothmans and Whiteside 
should be the highest votegetter among 
them, 


His reflexes and handling are first 
class. Time and again this year Whiteside 
has kept the opposition at bay with some 
breathtaking saves. Just when Croatia 
was pressing, looking to take last Wednes- 
day's State League Cup semi-final into 
extra time, Whiteside pulled off a couple 
of uncanny saves, notably one from an 
Ossie Latif piledriver. 


NORTHCOTE

Therefore course candidates 
will be examined. practically 
at a later date, with a possi- 
bility that coaches will be ad- 
vised to practice throughout 
the following season and 
return for examination on the 
weekends before and after the 
course the following year. 


However it is possible for 
candidates to be examined 
during the year. 


Basically, course candidates 
are given every opportunity to 
concentrate their efforts 
purely on the intake of know- 
ledge and ideas without the 
worry of being examined.

ow up feeling ‘in- 
erior, but with 
Rale Rasic the op- 
posite was true. 
Talking to him once 
about how the death 
of his parents 
during the early 
war years in Yugos- 
lavia affected his 
life, Rasic told me: 
“Perhaps I always 
felt I had something 
to prove as a child 
and I could prove it 
only with my own 
ability. there was 
no-one to help me. I 
developed a fierce 
desire to succeed 
and since then I 
always have be- 
lieved I can do 
things better than 
anyone else.”’ 


It was Rasic, of course, who 
led Australian soccer into a

new era by taking the national 
team to the 1974 World Cup 
finals in West Germany but for 
the ‘past year, he has ex- 
perienced the relative obscu- 
rity of State League soccer’ 
With Blacktown City, and he 
has missed the bright lights of 
stardom, ‘ 
> He's back now,,as coach.of 
South Melbourne Hellas. Club 
president Sam Papsavas an- 
nounced the appointment last 
Wednesday, after a late-night 
meeting with Rasic, first at 
Middle Park Stadium, and 
then at the Olive Tree rest- 
aurant in South Melbourne. 
Papasavas has been trying un- 
successfully since 1977 to lead 
Hellas to a PSL title. He has 
tried out six coaches—Manny 
Poulakakis, Con Aanthopoulos, 
Dave Mclaren, Duncan 
McKay, John Margaritis and 
Tommy Docherty. Now it's the 
turn of Rale Rasic. 

He will move from Sydney 
to Melbourne in December, 
and will start pre-season train- 
ing soon afterwards. 

Hellas fans always have and 
always will démand success, 
especially since the club 
spares no expense in buying 
the best players and signing 
big-name coaches, Rasic 
knows there will be a lot of 
pressure on him, but he’s pre- 
pared for it. ““We’re all setting 


out to make it Hellas’s best 
year yet,’ he says. “‘Not just 
me, but the committee and of 
course the players.” 
Papasavas has said the club 
needs three of four new 


/ players to strengthen the 


team, but although Rasic hasa 
few in mind, he’s biding his 
time, waiting until he is able to 
assess all the men on his staff 
at the moment. 

He's back home determined 
to repeat the successes which 
started his turbulent career. It 
was with Footscray J.U-S.T. 
that he achieved his first 
coaching triumph—winning 
the 1969 State League 
championship. His ego fed on 
his ensuing successes, and so 
his stand became stonger and 
stronger on most subjects con- 
cerning soccer. He certainly 
was not about to give ground to 
men of less expertise, and so 
he became, and still is, the 
most outspoken critic of 
soccer in Australia. It was a 
series of heated clashes with 
ASF president Sir Arthur 
George that resulted in 
Rasic’s contract as national 
coach not being renewed after 
the 1974 World Cup finals. He 
was in the running a few times 
afterwards, but in each case, 
old animosities got in the way. 

**Much has been made about 
my alleged ‘money-hungry’ 
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financial demands,’’ says 
Rasic. ‘*The facts are as fol- 
lows: 

“Sir Arthur and I had 
agreed that I should receive 
twice as much as the players. 
In the World Cup finals, they 
were promised $1000 a man for 
every point they gained so nat- 
urally I expected $2000. This 
was in addition to an incentive 
of $3000 which I eventually was 
paid after we-had qualified for 
the finals. Sir Arthur’s argu- 
ment was that I should not get 
the bonus per point because 
that money was being supplied 
not by the ASF, but by a con- 
sortium of sponsors. I could 
see his point. To me, a bonus 
was a bonus, and we had 
agreed on it. I felt very hurt by 
it all. I had succeeded ina dif- 
ficult job on very little pay. My 
four years as national coach 
cost. the ASF less than 
$20,000—a measly $5000 a 
year! So it all revolved around 
that bonus payment. When the 
Socceroos drew 0-0 with Chile 
in the World Cup finals, they 
earned $1000 for the point. I be- 
lieved I was entitled to $2000 
but I never got the money.” 

Rasic agrees that it was 
largely due to his clashes with 
Sir Arthur that his contract 
was not renewed after the 
World Cup. 

Another clash over money 
occured berfore the players 
left for West Germany. The 
scene was the team’s hotel at 
Wahroonga. Sir Arthur came 
to meet the players and nego- 
tiate bonus payments for them 
from money provided by the 
consortium of sponsors 

The players put their 
demands during a meeting 
with Sir Arthur and he rejec- 
ted them. The players reacted 
by packing their bags and pre- 
paring to quit the camp, forc- 
ing Sir Arthur to compromise. 

“It was then. that one of the 
players disclosed that I had 
been the architect of their 
financial demands,’’ Rasic 
says, ‘‘and Sir Arthur 
certainly didn t take kindly to 
that news.” 

Rasic was Australia’s 
youngest-ever national coach 
when he was appointed in Sep- 
tember, 1970. He was 34 then, 
working as a physical educa- 
tion teacher at Caulfield In- 
stitute of Technology and also 
coaching Melbourne-Hungaria 
and the Victorian State team. 
About the same time, he was 
appointed full-time coach of St 
George to replace Frank Arok 
who was leaving to return to 
Yugoslavia. 

His clashes with officials 
started on his first Socceroo 
tour, in 1970. First he defied 


the advice of team doctor - 


Brian Corrigan in allowing 


~ Manfred Schaefer to play des- 


pite a hamstring injury, then 
he blasted the tour leaders for 
having arranged a match 
against not Manchester City, 


* but Manchester City’s reser- 


ves, and he got angry when. the 
bosses refused his demand 
that John Doyle and Dave 
Keddie should be sent home 
from Teheran over breaking 
curfew. 

But glory was much more 
prevalent then unpleasant- 
ness. Rasic recalls some of the 
more memorable matches 
while he was national coach: 

“Before leaving on our 1972 
Asian tour, we had excellent 
results against Wolves (1-0 and 
2-2) and Pele’s Santos (2-2). 
These games showed how pow- 
erful we had become in 
defence. Even Wolves’ world- 
renowned forwards Derek 
Dougan and Hugh Curran 
could not break through in 
Melbourne, where we won 
1-0. In Sydney I risked making 
three changes to give Bugsy 
Nyskohus, Billy Rogers and 
Terry Butler a run, yet we 
could have beaten Wolves 
handsomely after going to a 2-1 
lead. Hugh Curran got so frus- 
trated he flattened Ray Rich- 
ards and was sent off WW 
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just couldn’t handle our tight 
marking in what they had 
thought would be easy games. 
Manfred Schaefer absolutely 
murdered Dougan in Mel- 
bourne. After one tackle by 
Schaefer, Dougan raised him- 
self on one elbow, turned to 
our goalkeeper Jack Reilly 
and muttered in disbelief: 
‘What do you feed him on—raw 
meat?’ 

“We were now using every 
match to find answers to prob- 
lems that would be posed in 
the World Cup. In using Schae- 
fer and Ray Richards in a 
double-stopper tandem, we 
were reassured against 
Wolves that we had markers 
capable of stopping almost 
anyone. 

“But it wasn't until after 
our 2-2 draw with Santos that 
we started to feel genuinely 
confident about having a team 
good enough to gain World Cup 
qualification. My tactical con- 
cept all along had been to in- 
troduce more attacking activi- 
ty from the “second line” 
players, in other words to play 
football from behind. Bobby 
Hogg attacked from full back, 
and we had Ray Richards, 
Jimmy Mackay, Jimmy 
Rooney and Ray Baartz all 
capable of bursting through 
from deep positions, exploiting 
the space front runners Attila 
Abonyi and Adrian Alston 
were able to create for them. 
Despite this plan, I decided 
before the game not to try to 
compete with the highly skilful 
Santos midfielders but rather 
to use my second-line players 
mainly in sudden thrusts 
towards goal. 

Perhaps this may sound con- 
tradictory. However, while I 
knew my midfielders were 
eminently capable of making 
the play against teams like 
those we would have to meet in

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the World cup, I was not will- 
ing to risk a direct midfield 
confrontation against Brazi- 
lians who could string 10 or 15 
passes together with brilliant 
one-twos. And so we relied on 
long kicks, many from our 
goalkeeper, to by-pass the 
Brazilian midfielders who 
were thus cut out of the game. 
This really upset their rhythm. 

“Obviously we had to mark 
Pele, otherwise he would have 
torn us apart single-handedly. 
I was in two minds. Should I 
give the job to Mackay who 
had overshadowed Spiegler in 
Israel and Domazos in Greece 
or should I give in to the pres- 
sure Richards was applying? 
He had been pestering me to 
mark The Great One. Our 
training before this match con- 
sisted of one solitary morning 
session on tactics. Jack Reill 
and Billy Vojtek had HY 
games the day before so they 
flew in at night to join us. It 
was before this training ses- 
sion that I told Richards he 
would be marking Pele. I told 
him Pele could not be kicked; 
he had to be treated as the 
great man he is, and he had to 
be beaten fairly. Ray was like 
a skydiver psyching himself up 
for the highest jump of his life. 
His guts were so churned up 
that he vomited before the 
game but he went out and gave 
the finest performance of his 
career. He beat Pele hands 
down and fouled him only 
once, after which he extended 
his hand in apology and helped 
the great Brazilian back onto 
his feet. 

Then there was the 1972 tour 
game in Vietnam which 
almost resulted in a bloodbath 
of unparalleled proportion. 
The Vietnamese fans were not 
used to European tackling and 
Australia’s was a bit brutal on 
a few occasions, The specta- 
tors literally went berserk. 
They stormed onto the pitch 
and it is no exaggeration to say 
that the Socceroos began to 
fear for their lives. They threw 
stones and other objects. 

Rasic takes up the story: 
“One of our officials, Tom Pat- 
rick, had a plastic bag full of 
kerosene thrown in his face. 
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room for half an hour while 
about 400 police dispersed the 
rioting mob. Even then, some- 
one.threw a bottle through one 
of the windows of our bus as 
we finally drove away. 

“The players voted unani- 
mously not to play the next 
match, which was to be 
against the full Vietnamese 
national team. But telegrams 
started arriving from Austra- 
lia, and pressure was put on us 
by the Vietnamese govern- 
ment and the Austalian am- 
bassador. All feared there 
would be more trouble if we 
did not play. 

“After being assured that 
2009 troops would be at the 
game and that we would have 
a military escort to and from 
the ground, we set off, with 
our hearts in our mouths. That 
experience stayed with us. In 
times of particular difficulty, 
we would say: ‘Remember 
Saigon.’ To appease the angry 
fans we paraded a Vietnamese 
flag around the pitch before 
the kick-off. It was a peace 
offering and although it had 
the desired effect, it did not 
convince these people, who 
have seen much more in- 
siduous ploys over 30 years of 
war. No, they would reserve 
their judgement for what they 
saw on the pitch. Accordingly, 
I instructed the players to 
change their syle completely. 
They were not to commit fouls 
of any kind: They were to 
avoid. all body contact. They 
were to extend the hand of 
friendship every time there 
was an accidental clash, That 
went against Manfred Schae- 
fer’s grain. He couldn’t play 
his usual game. The Vietnam- 
ese left’ winger reached 
perhaps up to Schaefer’s 
chest, but he was so nippy that 
he beat Schaefer left, right and 
centre. Schaefer started 
fuming so noticeably that you 
could almost see steam shoot- 
ing from his ears. Eventually 
he exploded. He tore free of 
his chains and ground the little 
left winger into the ground. 
Remembering my instruc- 
tions, he not only extended his 
hand of friendship, but ac- 
tually picked the little Viet- 
namese up off the ground by

the armpits, lifted him into the 
air and unceremoniously 
dropped him on his behind. He 
had got his revenge, but the 
crowd clapped in appreciation. 
They interpreted it as courte- 
sy. Schaefer was real gentle- 
man.” 

Australia's return match 
against Iran during the 1973 
World Cup qualifying. series, 
was played in Teheran, six 
days after the Socceroos had 
beaten Iran in Sydney, and the 
two teams actually flew to 
Teheran on the same plane and 
both stayed at the Sheraton. 

“At our team meeting we: 
agreed that our objective was 
not goals at any cost, but to 
qualify for Munich and to do so 
clinically, deliberately, with- 
out taking unnecessary chan- 
ces,”’ Rasic remembers. 

*‘Gelichkhani scored twice 
for Iran, once from the’ penalty 
spot, and as the first half was 
drawing to a close, I talked 
with Max Tolson who was next 
to me on the bench. it was-sup- 
posed to be confidential but we 
had to scream to hear each 
other over the din of the 100,- 
000 crowd. I told him that in 
the dressing rooms I would say 
that despite our poor perform- 
ance, we were still leading 1-0 
overall. Then I would should 
angrily; ‘Is this the way we 
ne going to qualify?" Tolson 

$ then to yell: ‘No.’ I would 
ask; ‘Who will give us 100 per 
cent effort to make sure we go 
to Munich? Tolson was then to 
say: ‘I will. Let me have a go 
at them.’ 

“In the rooms at half time, 
the players had their heads 
down. It was like a morgue but 
I put on my show and when 
Tolson sprang to his feet and 
said: ‘I will, Pll do it,’ he 
brought the other players back 
to life. Alston had been so 
nervous during the game he 
could barely bend his knees, so 
i sent Tolson on to replace 


m. 

“My instruction was that 
from the kick-off, either 
Abonyi or Warren was to deliv- 
er the ball into the penalty 
area, after having elayed suf- 
ficiently to allow Tolson to get 
up there. Tolson was to 
‘challenge’ the goalkeeper and 
the defenders for that ball. It 
took 30 seconds for Abonyi to 
lob :the ball onto Tolson’s head. 
Tolson used-his massive frame 
(and his elbows’ to connect not 
only with, the ball but with 
goalkeepr Rashidi and to petri- 
fied defenders. The Iranians 
lay in a heap inside their own 
goal. Tolson too was down, 
with one eye open, moaning 
for ‘help,’ before springing 
spritely to his feet again. That 
one show of strength created 
an incredible turn in the game. 
The Iranian goalkeeper kept 
beckoning to his bench, want- 
ing to be replaced, the two de- 
fenders kept peacing ner- 
vously towards Tolson, wonde- 
ring whether he was normal 
and whether he would do them 
more damage. Tolson had dis- 
turbed the Iranians’ rhythm 
and injected new power and 
belief into his own team. 

“Tl had told Tolson that if we 
did not score in the first 10 or 
15. minutes of the half, he 
should go back and help form a 
defensive wall to keep the 
score at 2-0. [ had told Warren 
and Abonyi that as soon as 
Tolson dropped back from the 
central striker's position, they 
were to stop crossing the ball. 
And so, after about 10 minutes, 
I called Tolson back to become 
the third stopper, alongside 
Richards and Watkiss. he was 
notorious for his lack of pace, 
but he came back at the high- 
est speed he ever has run in his 
life. 

“Yet Warren, who had been 
playing very well, kept on 
crossing the ball, even though 


we had no-one up there. Goal- >» 


keeper Rashidi kept plucking 
those crosses out of the air and 


sending long kicks to Mazlou- © 


mi, thus putting us under pres- 
sure again. I talked to Jimmy 
Rooney on the bench, asking: 
‘What's Johnny doing wrong? 






- He's dribbling too much,’ 
Rooney answered, 

“Bloody hell,’ 
dribbling e 
‘You get ready to go in. Don’t 
cross the ball. If necessary, 
Gribble it and push it over the 
touchline.’ 

“As soon as: he got onto the 
park, Rooney beat four men, 
turned and pushed the ball into 
touch. At least he didn’t cross 
it. Anyway, the 2-0 scoreline 
stoood till the end and we won 
3-2 on aggregate over the two 
games, And in the 45 minutes 
he played; Max Tolson was as 
big and as powerful as 100,000 
people.” 

It is soccer history of 
course, that the Socceroos 
went on to qualify for the 
World Cup finals with results 
of 0-0, 2-2 and 1-0 over South 
Korea in the Asian final. 

Rasic admires Ray Baartz, 
the former Sydney Hakoah 
Star, as the greatest Austral- 
ian-born player with whom he 
has been associated. The style 
of Rasic’s team was built 
partly on Baartz's sensational 
shot — -his ability to have a 
crack from any angle, from up 
to 30 metres. He remembers 
fondly the Baartz-Col Curran 
singing duet on bus rides — 
both in slouch hats, doing 
“Road to Gundagai’ — and the 
gluttonous appetite of Adrain 
Alston. ‘‘He could eat a full

meal now, and two plates of 
spaghetti half an hour later." 

Branko Buljevic, on the 
other hand, was nick-named 
“Schnitzel” because while the 
others ate steaks before a 
game, he woud eat schnitzel. 
Eventually, other followed his 
lead until there was a whole 
brigade of schnitzel eaters. In 
Teheran, Billy Vojtek and 
John Perin figured out a way 
to control the lighting in the 
room of Adrian Alston and 
Ottie Abonyi. Alston turned 
the lights off, and click, they'd 
go on again as soon as he tried 
to go to asleep. Mike Denton 
made a profit selling Coke to 
his fellow players in Tokyo 
The Coke price was too high at 
the hotel, so Denton found a 
vending machine’ which 
became his supplier .To make 
sure no-one else used it, he put 
a sign on it, saying ‘Out of or- 
der.’ then there was the time 
Vojtesk slipped a blue movie 
into the luggage of Jimmy 
Mackay while they were going 
through customs . 

The semi- -professional foot- 
baller_in Australia is a unique 
creature. Mostly he hails from 
overseas and in many cases he 
has a language barrier to over- 
come. It was like that with 
Rasic when. he first arrived 
from Yugoslavia in 1962. 

“When I came here, I 


couldn’t get work at all,” he 





says. “Neither did the others 
who came with me from Yu- 
goslavia, so Footscray 
J.U.S.T. paid us full wages for 
four months. I then went onto 


the assembly line of a car fac-° 


tory in Port Melbourne, They 
gave me goggles, apron, boots 
and gloves and got me working 
on the steam machine, wash- 
ing car engines in strifling 
heat. [I couldn’t speak English, 
so I couldn’t communicate 
with anyone. At lunchtime I 
simply packed up and went 
home. Later; I worked as a 
window cleaner and brickie’s 
laborer. I went unsuccessfully 
into business amd [ lost every- 
thing, as did my team mate 
Milenko Rusmir who went in 


with me. 

“It’s not too bad for British 
players because they at least 
know the language.” 

Rasic has seen so often the 
effects of football pressure on 
the private lives of the semi- 
professional player. The most 
prevalent problem is_alien- 
ation from wives, and from 
children because of so much 
time spent away from the 
home. 

“If the pull of the home is 
stronger than the pull of your 
work or your sport, then our 
work or sport performance 
will suffer. Generally speak- 
ing, the stop player would not 


have reached his level had he

allowed his home to pull more 
strongly than his sport. It is 
the classic vicious circle. 

“When I was national coach, 
I was up in aeroplanes or at 
my club more often than I was 
at home. Once, at the airport, 
my son Simon, then two, called 
someone else daddy. 

“The clubs must give much 
more recognition to the play- 
ers’ wives and families 
through social functions and 
by creating an enjoyable envi- 
ronment for them at the 
ground, It is the wives the 
clubs rely on as much as 
anyone else to see that the 
players perform well at the 
weekend. 

“Obviously I cannot mention 
names, but one player did not 
go to the 1974 World Cup finals 
because of lack of under- 
standing between him and his 
wife. Two players who became 
Socceroos after coming here 
from Scotland were divorced 
because of the amount of time 
they spent at soccer. Another 
prominent national team 
player spent so much time 
with his clubs that his wife left 
him. There also was the case 
of an engagement breaking up 
because a player went on a 
Socceroo tour. One of Austra- 
lia‘s most prominent players 
played for a Sydney club and 
lived in Sydney while his wife 
lived in Melbourne. At training 
camps it was not unusual for 
wives to ring up at all hours of 
the night, either fighting mad 
or to protest that they were 
lonely. 

“Then there's the difficulty 
of combining work with Soccer 
Peter Wilson lost four jobs, 
Jim Tansey was at one stage 
getting up at 6 am knocking off 
at 3 pm having a couple of 
hours sleep in his car, training 
and arriving home about 9 pm. 
Before that ‘he and Tommy 
cumming did only casual 
work, knowing they would 
have to quit anyway. Others 
lost jobs because of tours 
Peter Ollerton and Ernie 
Campbell, for example. Ottie 
Abonyi didn't go on tour for 
fear of losing his job as a tail- 
or. And it took Manfred Schae- 
fer six months to adjust to his 
new way of life when he took 
over an early morning milk 
run. John Perin worked an 
eight or 10-hour day doing 
heavy concreting work. John 
Nyskohus is on his feet from 
the early hours, working as a 
butcher. 


“A major problem faced by 
most top players, irrespective 
of nationality is what to do 
when they retire. Suddenly 
their entire life changes and 
they find it extremely difficult 
to settle into a new routine. 
The ones who suffer most are 
those who poured ey: i 
into their rt wicet men 
rying mu about career, 
family or investment. One 
prominent a er I coached 
turned alcoholic after he re- 
tired and was divorced by his 
wife. Many seek the fast buck 
on the racecourse or at the 
poker table without success, 


‘“‘In their defence, 
stress that the system is large- 
ly at fault. All professional 
clubs must ensure that their 
young, potential stars have 
something other than soccer to 
fall back on. this can be done 
by paying their apprenticeship 
or college fees, for example. I 
know Sydney City cares for its 
young players and so does Ad- 
elaide City whose young ap- 
prentices get part of their pay 
in cash and the rest paid intoa 
trust account for the period of 
their contract. Marconi has a 
similar system." 


Having talked earlier about 
some of the most memorable 
matches with which he has 
been associated he includes of 
course the 2-0 victory over 
Uruguay and the games 
against West Germany, East 
Germany and Chile in the 
World Cup — we ask Rasic to 


I must . 


recalk his most memorable 
club match. 

He chooses the 1979 Philips 
Cup final, in which he coached 
Adelaide City Juventus against 
St. George Budapest. 

Here how he remembers it: 


“The Saints were only 11th 
on the league ladder, but under 
new coach Raul Blanco they 
had managed to save them- 
selves from relegation and in 
. the preliminary rounds of the 

cup they had beaten powerful 

Newcastle, APIA and dual Cup 
winner Brisbane City. Adel- 
aide City was fifth on the 
league ladder, and in our Cup 
semi-final we had beaten 
Canberra City 1-0. in a difficult 
match. 


“Although our home-town 
Supporters regarded us as 
clear favorites and the Saints 
as hopeless underdogs, the 
match captured Adelaide's 
imagination afd a crowd of 
almost 9000 rolled up at the 
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Olympic Sports Field in Ken- 
sington on September 
30."" This is the way the 
teams lined up, with substi- 
tutes in brackets:

Rasic continues: ‘‘Phil O’- 
Connor, the St. George winger, 
was in brilliant form, and 
Peter Katholos and John 
O'Shea dominated the midfield 
from the start, with the result 
that St. George stormed to a 
2-0 lead with goals by O'Con- 
nor and John O'Shea in the 
space of 48 minutes. At half 
time, when we trailed by only 
one goal, I did not really think 
we would lose, but after the 
second I began to worry. 


“We rarely were able to 
break through because Della 
Picca was doing a briliant job 
of marking our key forward, 
John Nyskohus. So I decided to 
bring on big Jim Muir as a for- 
ward, to draw Della Picca 
away from Nyskohus. It 
worked perfectly and Nys- 
kohus found the space to score 
only three minutes after Muir 
had come on. 


“Then John's brother Bugsy 
moved up from defence to give 
John a hand. They played a 
neat one-two before Bugsy 
scored the equaliser with 25 
minutes to go. It was 2-2 — 
anyone's game. Time ticked 
away. Twenty minutes to go, 
15... Then bang a goal. Adel- 
aide city was in front. Brian 
Northcote had made an open- 
ing and John Nyskohus had 
rifled the ball past goalkeeper 
Fraser to put us ahead 3-2. We 
had come from behind to win 
the Philips Cup. 

“The day belonged to the 
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'... 1 can do things better than anyone else’ 


Nyskohus brothers, the match- 
winners who scored all three 
goals between. them. Having 
spent most of thelr careers 
with a relatively unsuccessful 
club, Lion, before jolning Adel- 
aide City, they were deter-. 
mined not to let this oppor- 
tunity pass them by. The Adea- 
lide fans still are talking about 
the day the Nyskohus brothers 
destroyed St. George. 


‘I wonder whether we can 
claim a world record for 
having two brothers scoring 
all three goals in a Cup final, 
or for a cup final featuring two 
sets of brothers (Nyskohus and 
O'Shea).”” 


Looking at the Phillips Lea- 
gue, Rasic pinpoints a number 
of problems which he believes 
the league may neyer be able 
to overcome: 


e The huge cost of air fares 
— expected to be about $450,- 
000 this year — which can be 
met Pocmastentiy only through 
sponsorship money; 


e Compared with State Lea- 
gues, the PSL deprives fans of 
Seeing their particular club 
every week; 


e Being outside the normal 
promotion-relegation frame- 
work, the PSL is to an extent 
cut from the rest of soccer 
which consequently does not 
support the PSL as it should; 


e The PSL suffers from the 
fact that other leagues, partic- 
ularly junior, play at the same 
time as PSL matches, which 
means that crowds are seg- 
mented rather than concen- 
trated at the big matches; 


e Administration and 
promotion of the league plus 
the day-to-day handling of fix- 
tures and venues have left a lot 
to be desired. 


“Taking the broad view,” 
says Rasic, “it probably Is 
true that the Australian soccer 
set-up was changed too abrupt- 
ly with the introduction of the 
PSL in 1977. Perhaps we 
should have had regional 
leagues to start off with, as 
they having in the U.S. and 
Brazil, with national play-offs 
at the end of the season. If the 
PSL does collapse because of 
costs, regional leagues prob- 
ably would take it place.”
